Many Chronologifts affirm that Pythagorus 
lived about the latter end of Cyrus's Reign ; Numenius, 
Porphyry, and others of his Seét, tell us that he had been 
in India, and had there learnt many of the Jewith Opi- 
nions; aad it is moft probable they were thole of the 
Effzans, becaute according to the Account that Perphy- 
ry, Hierocles, and fome others give of their common 
Auditories, they were very like the Affemblies of thefe 
Ftews: And Fofephus fays that the Effeans and Pyvbagore- 
ans lived much after the fame manner. 


Queft. 2. Of what Original is the Tmpofition of Hands ? 
was it of Divine Inftitution, or an Innovation only? and 
if it was immediately Commanded, by what Authortity is 
it now Praitifed ? 

An{w. The Impofition of Hands was a Fudaie Cere- 
mony, which was not introduced by any Divine Law, 
but by Cuftom only, it being in general ufe amongft 
them, every time they Pray’d to God for a Bleffing 
upon any One, after this mauner, that his Power 
wou'd Accompany that Perfon, as their Hands were 
Jaid upon his Head, and that that might be a Sym- 
bol that che Divine Power was United to him. And 
our Saviour followed this Cuftom, as he did»many o- 
thers of the Synagogue, either when he Bleffed little 
Children, or Healed the Sick, always joyning Prayer 
to this Ceremony. It was purfuant to this: Cuftom, 
and Confequently not from any«Precept, that the A- 
pottles laid their Hands on all-thofe upon whom they 
Conferred the Gift of the Holy Ghoit with Prayer. 
This was not in ufe enly amonft the Priefts, when 
they Admitted any one into their Number, as appears 
by the Example of Timothy, but the Apoftles even re- 
ceived anew. the Impofition of Hands, when they En- 
gaged themfelves in any new. Defign. And we think 
the Authoricy of our Saviour andvhis Apoftles a fnffi- 
cient Warrant for the Continuance of ic. ye
